SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Eels for Pleasure 3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports bestiality. It contains one extended scene 
in which a female inserts eels into the vagina and anus of another, or rubs the eels over 
the other’s body. The sustained genital focus indicates this scene is intended for the 
sexual titillation of the viewer. 

The Classification Office must consider whether it would classify the publication 
differently if this scene were to be excised. In this case, it considers that the remainder 
of the publication would also be classified as objectionable, because of the extent and 
degree to which it degrades and dehumanises its female participants. The females 
present as no more than agents to perform sexual activity, for the titillation of the 
viewer. Their movements are mechanical and slow. There is minimal interaction 
between them. Their obvious lack of enthusiasm for, and sometimes discomfort with, 
the activity is disregarded throughout the filming, which focuses largely on their genitals 
as they perform sexual activity. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) cannot be applied to the 
publication, as it contains material deemed to objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) is adeeming provision, 
which is inconsistent with and overrides the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR 
Act. 
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
